When tile question 
of 
prohibition 
was first submitted in W est Virginia 
in 1888, it carried in only three coun­ 
ties, but when tile same proposition 
was submitted in I DILS it lost in only 
three counties. 
Although the popu­ 
lation of the state had doubled, there 
were ll,DOO less wet votes the second 
time than Hie first. 
This vast change 
in sentiment was attributed to educa­ 
tion. 
Tile effects of alcohol have been 
taught in the public 
schools 
since 
1888. 
The first thing we 
did 
after the 
amendment had carried was to pass 
a real prohibition law. 
One of the 
wets described it as having horns. We 
did away with tile clubs and we did 
away with the drug stores. 
No physi­ 
cian in West Virginia can give you a 
prescription for wine or whisky. They 
say you can’t enforce it. 
I want to 
say that you can. 
Our police courts! 
are practically idle. Last week, for! 
the first time in Hie history of the 
state, a grand jury adjourned without 
finding a single offense worthy of in­ 
dictment. 
I want to say I hat prohibition has 
not hurt business. 
Wheeling, which 
was tho wettest town in 
the 
state, 
has turned her brewery into a pack­ 
ing house, and it em ploys three tim es 
as many men as it did. 
In Charleston the brewery has be­ 
come an ice plant, and we are to have 
cheaper ice, so that the poor of the 
city can afford it. 
in Wheeling, where there were 14 
saloons in one block, every place has 
been rented to another form of indus­ 
try, some at advanced rents. A shoe 
dealer located in that block 
writes 
UuiLjiui Uajauwau.. has increased 35 
per cent since the city has been dry, 
over a corresponding period when it 
was wet.

Viticultural 
Commission and the Professorship at 
the State University. 
The hill pro­ 
vides for extensive work, analysis, in­ 
vestigation and advice to 
the 
wine 
makers at the expense of the 
state. 
The name 
Viticultural 
Commission 
would indicate that all products of tho 
grape were to be “fostered” by the 
state. 
But the paragraph of the law 
establishing the Professorship of Viti­ 
culture at the state university does 
not in a single instance mention the 
table grape or raisin industry, but 
deals with the wine traffic in detail, 
providing for the analysis and testing 
of wines, experiments with suitable j 
cooperage for shipping, etc,, with not 
one word about the table grapes 
or 
raisins.

self in whose interest it was drawn:

Section 8. 
And for tile further pro­ 
motion of viticultural 
interests 
it 
shall he the duty of the Board of Re­ 
gents of the University of California

distillation, and rectification, and the 
management of cellars, to he illustrat­ 
ed by practical experiments with ap­

Bons and reports upon the different 
sections of the state adapted to viti-i 
culture; to examine and report upon |

The bill creating Hie Viticul­ 
ture Commission and the Professor­ 
ship was introduced by 
one 
James 
Adams, engaged in grape growing in 
Sonoma county, formerly 
supervisor 
and sheriff in San Francisco. 
3rd. Tile Hill met with considerable 
opposition in the 
legislature 
itself 
and was passed amidst protest 
and 
“acrimonious debate.” 
4til. 
When tile hill was under con­ 
sideration many good people all over 
the state were protesting. 
This senti­ 
ment crystaiized itself in the follow­ 
ing resolution passed at a conference 
held in tile city of Sacramento: 
“Resolved, That making brandy and 
intoxicating wine from tile grape is a 
perversion fraught with 
measureless 
mischief and danger, and we respect­ 
fully hut emphatically record our pro-1 
test against the maintenance 
of 
a 
salaried commission to promote such 
a perversion, as an invidious discrim­ 
ination in favor of an illusory 
and 
perilous industry, encouraging it 
by 
insidious, uninformed, and 
unstates­ 
manlike action, and swelling its yield 
of bitter fruits of debauchery, pauper­ 
ism, and crime.” 
A suffering state having 
imposed 
upon it by a special interest a depart­ 
ment that is forced to spend the tax­ 
payers’ good money in the perpetua­ 
tion of a traffic that is debauching the 
state and causing it a needless waste 
of millions of dollars each year now 
lias to suffer additional indignity by 
being accused of “fostering and en­ 
couraging it.”

WAR, BANKERS AND (COMMERCE 


(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


Before the Nebraska State Bankers Association, In 
Omaha, George Woodruff of Joliet, Ills., delivered an 
address on the topic of “War, Bankers and Com­ 
merce.” He said: 
“The deplorable war in Europe, affecting as it 
will, directly or indirectly, practically every civilized 
person in the world, brings with it distinct and pecu­ 
liar duties and opportunities to those who are en­ 
gaged in business in the United States, 
Great sec­ 
tions of the world are in absolute need of food, 
clothes and manufactured articles, which it is pos­ 
sible for us to supply and the duty which devolves 
upon us to act in the capacity of big brother to the 
world carries with it also the advantages which will 
accrue from a large expansion of our foreign trade. 
During the past few years, bankers have done much 
to develop our rural life and the “banker-farmer” 
movement has enlivened our domestic interests. The 
hankers of America through the advancement of our 
foreign trade now' have an opportunity to help to 
develoj) our industrial life and it is possible for a 
“banker-foreign trade” movement to give a new 
impetus to our international interests. In order that 
we may take prompt steps to meet our obligations 
and take advantage of our opportunities, bankers’ 
associations should appoint “Foreign Trade Commit­ 
tees” which should familiarize theselvcs with for­ 
eign trade matters, act in concert with other com­ 
mittees to bring about changes in present condi­ 
tions and furnish information to all bankers and 
through them to their customers. 
In this way, the 
entire industrial organization of the country would 
he reached as well as the rural interests which 
have heretofore in a number of cases opposed much- 
needed legislation looking toward the advancement 
of our foreign trade. 
Foreign Trade Fields 
“Although the war will greatly deplete the pur­ 
chasing power of the whole world, nevertheless, 
practically all neutral countries are looking to us 
for some degree of assistance and Ave can therefore 
push our trade in all directions. 
However, we find 
that the two particularly attractive areas open to 
our commerce are China and South America and 
while both of these parts of the .world deserve our 
best attention, yet I have found during recent visits 
which I have made to China and Manchuria and 
also to all of the countries of South America that 
as to exports in general—and not particular articles 
needed in China—we, should put forth our first and 
hardest efforts on the continent to the south. 
The 
countries of South America are nearer to our shores 
than China an lie within our own sphere of political 
influence while China is under so many conflicting 
political influences that we cannot expect our busi­ 
ness interests to be as well protected there as iii 
South America. 
Furthermore, tile Panama Canal 
will materially increase American prestige in this 
part of the world. 
There is also the most import­ 
ant factor of all to be considered—tile character 
of the people. 
In China, there is a people whose 
ideas are entirely alien to ours and it is necessary 
to first create a demand for most of our goods. On 
the other hand, we find in South America the civiliza­ 
tion of Europe combined with American ideas and 
tliere already exists a pressing demand for the 
necessities and luxuries of life 
and 
the 
United 
States is the logical country to take care of this 
demand. 
“The strongest possible efforts should be put forth 
toward providing adequate shipping and mail ser­ 
vice to a1! principal countries in the Avorld and 
particularly to South America. 
The shipping accom­ 
modations to the south have alway been poor, sail­ 
ings very infrequent, and the time consumed en­ 
route out of all proportion to the distance traversed. 
Furthermore, tile mail service has been abominable. 
Thus, if an American salesman received an order 
iii Buenos Aires and advised His firm by letter and 
the goods Avere promptly packed and shipped, it 
woul take from ten to twelve weeks to make de­ 
livery. 
American representatives are therefore com­ 
pelled to use the cable service which is a very ex- 
expensive and unsatisfactory 
method of transacting 
business. Any action that will build up an adequate 
American merchant marine will 
not 
only 
reflect 
credit on those who help to bring it about, but will 
prove to be of the greatest possible advantage to 
American industrial interests 
which ship manufac­ 
tured goods abroad, and to American rural inter­ 
ests which should maintain at all times a safe and 
sure foreign market for grain and foodstuffs. 
Banking F acilities Needed 
“Tile next most important m atter is the establish­ 
m ent of proper American hanking facilities through­ 
out the world, and it is gratifying to note that Amer­ 
ican bankers have already taken steps to establish 
branches in South America. 
In the past, the bank­ 
ing business in connection with our foreign trade 
lias been handled entirely on European lines, and 
in most countries it has been difficult to purchase 
bills on New York except through foreign hanks at 
high rales, and bills against New York have not 
often been looked upon as good payment, but have 
been sold at. disadvantageous rates, and payments 
made by means of bills on London. Furthermore, as 
was to be expected, the influence of the great Eu­ 
ropean banking institutions in foreign countries has 
been exerted entirely on the side of the European 
manufacturer, and the American not only has had 
no hank to influence business or handle his remit­ 
tances, hut hi- has had no American channel through 
which lie could obtain credit information. Branches 
of our new Federal Reserve Banks will doubtless 
be established in foreign countries, but In addition 
to these branches. American manufacturers should 
also have the advantage of the services of for­ 
eign branches of our large commercial hanks for 
American commercial interests can be best advanced 
particularly in South America by the extension of 
long time credits and by tile activities of our com­ 
mercial bankers in helping to finance various types 
of improvement and endeavor in these foreign coun­ 


tries. 
Financing by Americans will in every case 
lead to the use of American supplies, and this will 
be found to be one of the greatest factors in building 
up our international trade. 
“Our bankers can help to do away with one of 
the chief reasons for our comparatively small trade 
with South America and the Orient by impressing 
upon manufacturers the need of a more thorough 
knowledge of geography. 
A large number of our 
business men do not know the difference between 
Buenos Aires and Rio de Janiero, and could not tell 
which is in The Argentine and which is in Brazil. 
W hat we need is to have the “boss” himself careful­ 
ly look over the field. 
He will then realize that tho 
purchasers in other countries are just as particular 
about the goods they buy as are the people of the 
United States, and he will stop sending out the 
second-class articles that he now frequently ships 
for the use of those he terms "the natives.” 
Send Best of Salesm en 
“Another change that should be made concerns the 
salesmen who are sent to foreign countries. 
At 
the present time, the average manufacturer picks 
out the salesmen who is not good enough to sell 
goods at home and ships him to foreign lands with 
a box of samples. This salesman, without any know­ 
ledge of the local language and without any insight 
into the wants of the people, breezes into an es­ 
tablishment, spreads his samples all over the place, 
and through a poor interpreter in the hustling Amer­ 
ican way, tries to sell a bill of goods on the spot. 
If the prospective customer insists th at he cannot 
sell soap unless it is very highly scented because 
his people like it that way, the salesman generally 
tells him th at he does not know what he is talking 
about, and proceeds to inform him as to how many 
million bars of that soap were sold in Missouri last 
year. 
Now, the American merchant will have to 
change his tactics. 
Instead of picking out the poor­ 
est salesman he has, he must pick out the best man 
he can obtain in America; a man of the utmost tact, 
patience, and common sense, and a man who can 
speak the language and who will study the customs, 
manners and peculiarities of the people and go to 
a foreign country and temporary become a foreigner. 
After the right salesman is selected, he should be 
given sufficient money to advertise tile goods he is 
trying to push, furthermore, the firm at home should 
not forget all about him, but should do all in its 
power to help get the goods before the foreign con­ 
sumer. 
“A complaint tHat is as old as American trade 
itself is in connection with the way in ivhich we 
pack our goods. 
We are accustomed to employ in- 
ex pert. men to do our packing ti lid the crates have 
oftentimes been made of flimsy material. 
If the 
head of the house would go out into the world aud 
see his goods hauled out of tile hold of a ship by 
a derrick, swung over tile side, and then dropped 
in a lighter as it rose on the crest of a great swell, 
he would feel like going home and having his ship­ 
ping crates made of steel. 
Furthermore, lie would 
learn by contact with foreign 
people 
that 
goods 
should be packed and measured according to for­ 
eign systems for in many countries these systems 
differ from our own. 
As to Foreign A gents 
“The difficulties, real and fancied, in the way of 
entering foreign markets have led most American 
firms to place their goods in the hands of large 
commission merchants located on the ground. 
I his 
method would doubtless prove fairly satisfactory 
w'ere it not for the fact that many of these commis­ 
sion houses do not honestly represent their clients. 
it has been pointed out that some houses in South 
America represent two hundred or more American 
firms but do not actually push more than ten or 
twelve lines. 
They sign up with the rest in order 
to keep them out of the field, and because only an 
occasional order is received tile American manulac- 
turer gets the idea that trade in his line does not 
exist. 
As a m atter of fact, most of these commis­ 
sion houses are of European nationality, and while 
sending most of the desirable business to their own 
countrymen, they sell just enough of our goods to 
keep us off of the map and as the head of the con­ 
cern never visits his foreign agents he never learns 
the truth. 
Our manufacturers should be informed 
as to the condition of business morals, particularly 
in those South American countries where the stand­ 
ard is not high. 
Many contracts are based largely 
on graft, and dishonesty among the individuals is 
rather common. 
This advantage however can bo 
largely overcome by familiarity with the people 
and customs, as in our own country, where such 
things are certainly not unknown, we are aide to 
keep them from entering seriously into our business 
affairs by knowing ho w'to avoid them. 
Improved Dom estic Conditions 
“Our hankers’ associations can also help to im­ 
prove conditions inside of our own country, 
A sol id 
foundation for our future world trade is vital and 
in this connection much good w'ould come from the 
establishment of a national school of diplomacy, the 
further extension of tho principles of civil service 
In our consular organization and the teaching of 
Spanish in all of our public schools. 
Then, too, 
special credit facilities could be provided for manu­ 
facturing for the foreign trade, favorable railroad 
rates could be advocated on goods shipped for ex­ 
port and many other measures s u e d in g international 
commerce could he helped along by the men who are 
engaged in the hanking business. 
Although Ameri­ 
can foreign trade prospects are now brighter than 
those of anv other country, nevertheless we should 
not lose sight of the fact that permanent and lasting 
trade success is always a matter of slow growth and 
results only from able and persistent endeavor and 
the opportunity which our duty to the world now 
opens to us should but mark the beginning of a 
new foreign trade era vAich will eventually lead 
uji to the time when the wm’ds "Made in the II. S. A." 
will be more often seen than the like phrase of 
any other nation.”
